Probably it is owing to my native stupidity, 
but I can’t find anything in holy writ about 
closing the Fairon Sunday, It seems to me, 
though, that I saw something upon that sub. 
ject ina newspapernot long ago—one of the 
dailies, I think; I won't be sure, it may have 
been in a weekly—but not in the Bible, 
I know it says, “remember the Sabbath day, and 
keep it holy,” but it doesn’t say a word about 
Sunday. It says, too, that Jesus committed 
petit larceny, and got clear by setting up the 
defense that it was on the Sabbath. If he 
had stolen that corn on Sunday, without 
doubt he would have been fined and impris- 
oned. Even St. Paul, the most hot-headed 
Christian of Biblical fame, held’ the sensible 
opinion that one day was as good as another. 
He didn’t hint that the Fair ought to be 
closed on Sunday. ‘Those Chicago preachers 
and those Congressmen must have been very 
lax in their study of the holy scriptures, and it 
is but just that they should receive a repri- 
mand for their carelessness. They ought to 
be careful about getting newspaper items and 
scriptural passages mixed up during this rash- 
ing, revolutionary, nerve-trying epoch in our 
nation’s history. If they make many such 
mistakes they will become famous, and regret 
it as long as they live. It may be difiicalt 
under the circumstances to keep their heads
